Tbe Italians Were Cowards.

It was im- 
possible to board the Exile for two rea- 
sons. In such aeea as was then blowing 
it was impossible to launch a boat. Then 
when the wind went down a little the 
crew of the Sophie were called upon for 
volunteers to rescue the poor fellows from 
death. Tbe officers, who were Germans, 
responded promptly, but the crew, who 
were Italians, refused to go. Not con- 
sidering it prudent to let all the officers 
go the Sophie steamed to the bark and 
told the crew that an effort would be made 
to get them o*T when the weather mod- 
erated. Throughout that day and night 
the weather remained bad and duriug 
the night the Sophie lost sight of the 
ship. At daybreak she was discovered 
and it was resolved to try the rescue of 
titie crew at once. 


The Wlioie Crew Besetted. 


As the Italian sailors again refused to 


go, the officers were ordered to get the 
life-boat oat. About 8 a. m. the captain 
went to the wheel and put the Sophie close 
under tbe lee of tbe bark and succeeded 
with the greatest difficulty in rescuing the 
whole crew in two tripe, taking seven men 
each trip. Tbe captain, George T. Pearce, 
was badly brutoed and cut, having been 
waxhed about very badly and nearly 
drowned, while trying to save the ship's 
paper* and chronometer in the cabin. At 
10 a. m. they steamed away on their voy- 
age. The wreck could not be set on fire, 
as the poop and top-gallant forecastle only 
wa* above water.

Old Time Fights Recalled by 


a Recent Fracas. 


"BET, BCBBP AN OMINOUS CRT. 


It Kama Tint UM Showmen Are Beady 


for the Frmy and Expect to Whip at 
Get Whipped—SeepotMiBllltr far the 
Biota G*a*ntl7 Divided. 


AN any one who 
has been a boy and 
is now that elder 
boy, called a man, 
forget the absorb- 
ing yet often sur- 


tptittous delight 


iDected with 


the arrival of a cir- 
cus! Not one at 
these newfangled 
monopolies that 
travels by train 
and exhibits only 
in large cities, but 
the small, single 
ring show, with 


the animals in a aide tent, or oftener 
under the same canvas with the per- 
t>rmera. The advance agent generally 
"came to town" about ten days before the 
"aggregation." He wrote nis name and 
business in a three sheet poster hand all 
over a page of the tavern register. Then 
he distributed free tickets to the proprietor 
and employes, decorated the office with 
large and gorgeously lithographed "hang- 
ers," and under pilotage of the willing 
hostler sought the publisher of the local 
paper and the town "bill sticker." Both 
received him cordially, and to both he told 
stories and talked business. With the for- 
mer he left the copy for a half page "ad," 
and cats for the embellishment of the text. 
Also several "reading notices," a bundle of 
passes and an order for certain specified 
dollars on the owner of the attraction, "to 
be paid at the close of the afternoon per- 
formance." With the latter he arranged 
for the immediate billing of the place, and 
even took part in the work himself in or- 
der to prevent any "monkey business" or 
•lighting of the job on hand. Several lads 
assisted the two men, covered their small 
forms with paste and went home at dark 
tired, but with "tickets fer der show" in 
their pockets. 


Then came the great day, momentous to 


all the town and country side. The circus 
had arrived like a thief in the night, and 
pot up its canvas in Jones' vacant lot some 
three blocks from the court house. On the 
tent's tall roof there waved in the morning 
air innumerable banners—the "flags of all 
nations" the announcements called them. 
At the rear were parsed the vans, and from 
the interior rose ever and anon the trum- 
peting of the celebrated trained elephant 
or the growls of the royal Bengal tiger. 
Family carriages rolled into the village 
loaded with the farmers' boys and their 
smiling sweethearts. The old folks fol- 
lowed in their strong country wagons. 
Their days of romance were over, and they 
left the "pnttin1 on of style" to the young- 
sters. At 10 a. m. the grand parade oc- 
curred. The callithunipian tooted, the 
world renowned liou tamer sat in a big 


mrgeons. 
This wa* the frequent story of circus life 


a. quarter of a century ago. It is also to 
some extent the story of circus life today, 
for in place of toe small aggregations that 
were crushed out or purchased bytheNa- 
nieoiM of showdom numerous others have 


ae into existence during the last twelve 


months. One of these, known as Wallace's 
circus, had a tough time of it not long ago at 
Mahanoy City, Pa. A lot of ticketless peo- 
ple tried to force their way into the evening 
entertainment. The doorkeepers resisted. 
and were overpowered. On gaining ad- 
mission the rioters attacked the performers. 
and went so far aa to seize one of the fe- 
male members of the compariyaod drag 
ler about the ring. The usual battle fol- 
lowed. It grew so fierce that the showmen 
threw away their clubs and brought their 
ristoband guns into use. They fired at 
east fifty shots, drove the crowd back and 
made their way to the depot. Some stood 
guard while the others loaded the train. 
As the last employe jumped aboard the 
crowd made a fresh rash, but were "stood 
off* with Winchesters, and the engineer 
palled oat to the music of rifle balls and 
ihe disagreeable whiz of bulkier but less 
deadly missiles. A dozen townsmen were 
wounded, at least three seriously. The cas- 
ualties among the visitors are not known. 


Whisky has been directly responsible for 


Borne of the hardest circus fights on record. 
Back in the late sixties Noyes' show exhib- 
.ted at Jacksonville. Tex., and during a 
subsequent disagreement his men killed 
four of their assailants. This was "laid up 
agin" all show people, and when Robinson 
visited the town in 1S73 trouble followed. 
At the afternoon performance a drunken 
man who had seated himself on the nng 
bank was ejected. Things looked so omi- 
noos that at the close at the entertainment

sage triumphant over a decrepit king of 
beasts, and tinsel pageantry and noise 
abcnnded. The lightning ticket seller be- 
gan operations at noon. The sideshows, 
fakirs, lemonade stands, wheels of fortune 
and so on did a rushing trade for a couple 
of hours, and then the circus icself monopo- 
lized aH attention. The audience laughed 
at the down, applauded the tumblers, held 
their breath as the trapeze artists did their 
act, and incidentally stuffed the elephant 
and monkeys with peanuts. But every- 
body went borne impressed by the idea 
that there existed a large discrepancy be- 
tween the show as advertised and the show 
as given. Those who attended the night 
performance included a gang of laborers 
from the new railroad who were filled with 
malt and spiritoos liquor and an inflamed 
resolve not to be swindled. As the mo- 
ments passed they protested, first to them- 
celvo, then audibly and then in trumpet 
tones. Tbe peaceably minded took warn- 
ing and departed, their womenkind scurry- 
ing on ahead like a flock of frightened 
qnafl. 
The town constable, who had • 


lively appreciation of what was good for 
his health, went to bed. 


Meanwhile, inside the tent, the ring- 
master had been struck behind the ear with 
an overripe tomato, which upset his dignity 
and tzfeUed down on bis well worn dress 
•oft. Che "lady equestrienne," as the pro- 
gramme teamed her, succumbed to the 
joint remonstrances of an egg and a cab- 
t^g., and with her trained Arabian courser 
fled to the dressing room.

tered the war cry. Be had scented trouble, 
and having locked the cash receipts in the 
limmtf wagon and seen the vehicle start- 
ed for the next stand in custody of a trust- 
ed driver, stood w*dy to do battle.

I In rushed the canvasmen. the athletes 
and every male employe of the show, each 
armed with a mallet, a stake or a club. 
"Git, nowP* was the order to the disturbers, 
and they quailed and fled before the men- 
acing and motley array.

TMtdthedangerUae. The rest fen to work 
dtonee.

while it was yet daylight. A mob gathered 
and showered the strangers with abuse. 
The boss oacvasmao asked his employer 
what to do. "Let 'em cuss all they want 
to," replied Robinson, "but if any of 'am 
shoot give 'em the beet yoa've got." The 
contingency arose about 4 p. m- Some one 
ired, and the circus men, who carried car- 
bines, promptly replied. Tbe battle lasted 
until midnight, and during its progress 
twenty-three persons were killed and more 
than twice that number wxxmded. 


Dan Rice, the veteran down, who has 


recently returned to business as the pro- 
prietor of a small "old time" show, once 
exhibited in a southern village with dis- 
astrous results. Two intoxicated loafers 
tried to get admission without paying. An 
altercation followed and then a riot, in 
which four men lost their bves, while a 
score received more or less serious injuries. 


But it is by no moons the case that the 


'ault for these deadly encounters always 
les with residents of the places visited. 
July too often the circus people have suf- 
'ered severely and justly for their sins. 
Long years ago they got a lesson at Plym- 
outh, Ind., which they did not forget for 
many a month. Jacob Thompson, who 
died recently at a good old age, took his 
family to the show. While he was buying 
tickets a canvasman grossly insulted his 
daughter. Thompson soundly thrashed 
the fellow, and also a comrade who came 
;o his assistance. Then he entered the 
tent with bis wife and children. While 
;he plucky Hoosier was loofcins at the per- 
'ormance the clown kit him over the bead 
with a club. Thompson's friends rallied 
to his support, aud wben that show got 
out of town it was a total wreck, and hail 
on its list of disabled employes a dozen 
wdly battered specimens of humanity. 


It is not only in mining and iron work- 


ing regions that the circus has "met np" 
with serious trouble. College towns have 
jeen the scenes of many a rampns because 
of the propensity of the students to "horn 
the show" and drown all other noises with 
the hideous din of their tin trumpets. In- 
deed, many veterans dread an exhibition 
at a "seat of learning" far more than they 
do at some rough outpost of civilization. 
That they have ample justification for this 
fear is shown by the recent experience of 
the huge Barnum & Bailey outfit at New

Haven. The Yale university "men" turned 
out in force to view the parade and threw 
torpedoes at the horses, elephants and caged 
animals until the poor beasts grew frantic 
with rage and terror. Even this did not 
suffice, if the New York Sun's account is 
to be credited. It says: "The lady riders 
were made a target for their missiles, and 
several of them would have fallen from 
their horses had it not been for the care 
of the attendants who rode near them. As 
it was several of the horses became uncon- 
trollable, and, leaving the procession, 
dashed away with their riders." 


It is to be hoped, however, that the re- 


vival of the minor circus will not lead to a 
repetition of tragedies such as those men- 
tioned above, but the fracas at Mahanoy 
City would seem to indicate that the cry of 
"Hey, Rube!" is liable to be sounded more 
than once this summer as a signal for fierce 
and sometimes deadly combat.
